Ju st “why is a comet” there ap p ears to be no man that is y et able 
to find ou t, and what it is made of is eq u ally obscu re, bu t that “we hav e 
’em" is ev ident to any one who gets his ey e on the real article. 
Those wise p eop le that own a telescop e (or can borrow one) tell u s 
that they are readily recognized by tneir tails. 
Now that being a v ery singu lar mode of recognition we set ou t to 
do a little inv estigating and we fou nd that the thing called a tail alway s 
p ointed from the su n, when the comet was going towards the su n the 
tail followed the comet, bu t when it p assed the su n and was going from 
it, the tail went before the comet, as no well regu lated tail shou ld or 
cou ld do and thu s we discov ered that the so called tail was only the 
ray s of the su n shinging throu gh the ragged edges and holes in the body 
of the comet and as the ray s of the su n are not bright in themselv es 
(being electric cu rrents which are not light u ntil they meet some ob­ 
stru ction) we also fou nd that there is a great q u antity of small p arti­ 
cles (called star du st) floating throu gh sp ace and that they are so nu ­ 
merou s that, when these electric ray s of the su n stream throu gh the 
holes in the comet they become concentrated on the du st and 
thereby 
become lu minou s. 
Any boy or girl can p rodu ce the same 
effect by 
mak ing a hole in a dark colored window 
shade any 
bright 
morning 
throu gh which the su n is allowed to shine and then “k ick u p 
a dust” 
with a broom or other su itable article and if y o u want to see a co met 
with two or more tails mak e two or more holes in the window shade. 
There are sev eral ru les to be observ ed in try ing the ex periment: 
First. 
See that the room is considerably dark ened, and then 
Second.
